Torske Klubben members 
thoroughly enjoy their monthly 
get-togethers and their akavit, 
but most of all they enjoy their 
torsk (codfish) supper. 

Interest in this men’s Supper 
Club is not waning — over 40 
members participate in the good 
fellowship and enjoy the excel¬ 
lent speakers. 

The April 3rd meeting was no 
exception when Boss Ken Do- 
mier introduced a true Norwegi¬ 
an — Kare Helium — .who came 
from Norway some 24 years ago 

He received a degree in 
Forestry at U.B.C., his Masters 
and Doctorate at the University 
of Michigan. 

He worked in federal forest 
research and then for the pro¬ 


vince in the Alberta Forest 
Service. He later joined the staff 
of the University of Alberta in 
1976 as Associate Professor, 
teaching Silviculture. 

In his talk on reforestation 
he stated: “This is something we 
have neglected to think about 
and have thought might go away 
if we avoid it. It must become a 
way of life — we need to think 
ecologically and to work with 
natu.re rather than in spite of 
her." 

Reforestation is a way of life 
in Scandinavian countries: Swe¬ 
den planted 450 MM seedlings 
in 1976, Norway 80 MM, Fin¬ 
land 220 MM — Canada planted 
only 137 MM (B.C. 63 MM, 
Ontario 40 MM, New Bruns¬ 


wick 20 MM, Quebec 7.5 MM, 
Alberta 6.5 MM). 

Alberta forests cover 60% of 
the land area, and Alberta is 3 
times the size of Norway which 
has only about 20% forest cover, 
yet Norway plants over 12 times 
the number of seedlings. 

We need to do far more re¬ 
forestation than we do presently. 

Kris Nyhus thanked Dr. 
Helium for his most interesting 
talk.
